Statement of tteri'ices for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 11th June, 1989, Incharge Kot Budha Police Post 
chased two terrorists going on a tractor. At Railway crossing 
Patti, terrorists opened fire on the police party and the 
police paity returned the fire. The terrorists abandoned the 
tractor and ran towards Chuslewal village. The cross country 
route taken by the terrorists indicated that they intended 
to disappear into thick 50 acre gardens in the west of Patti. 
A party under the command of Sub-Inspector of 41 Battalion, 
Central Reserve Police Force (including Constable Naunihal 
Singh) went in a vehicle to apprehend the terrorists. Enroute 
Constable Naunihal Singh left the vehicle and joined chasing 
party on foot to deal with the terrorists. Being PT Instructor, 
he was soon at the heels of fleeing terrorists. The terrorists 
kept on retreating under the cover of crops, gardens and 
farm house by firing on police party. Constable Naunihal 
Singh without caring for his personal safety neutralised terro¬ 
rist firing with great determination and thus blocked their 
escape route. Several times he came under heavy fire, but 
every time he thwarted their attempt to escape. 

In the meantime terrorists entered a Jawar field, While 
hiding in the field they brought heavy fire on Constable 
Naunihal Singh. Flowever, he returned the fire, kept on 
alert vigil and signalled his party to encircle the Jawar 
fields. Terrorists under the cover of crops hiiacked passersby 
three-wheeler and fled towards village Thakkar Kaura. 
Constable Naunihal Singh dashed behind the terrorists out¬ 
pacing his partymen and also opened fire on the three- 
wheeler. The three-wheeler while negotiating a turn in speed 
overturned. In the process an AK.-47 rifle of one of the 
terrorists fell underneath the three-wheeler. Two terrorists 
took positions and fired at Naunihal Singh, who in turn 
stood like a rock and single handed thwarted every attempt 
Of the terrorists to take Out their AK-47 rifle from the 
three-wheeler. 

The terrorists anticipating that re-inforcement will be 
approaching and Constable Naunihal Singh was determined 
to face any threat, they retreated into thick built-up area, 
Shri Naunihal Singh chased them. One terrorist hiding behind 
a wall fired at Constable and he was injured in the waist. 
Inspite of injuries, he kept on firing accurately at the terrorists 
otherwi.se they could have killed him and took away his 
rifle. In the meantime reinforcement reached at the spot 
and Constable Naunihal Singh was rushed to Patti Hospital 
where he succumbed to his injuries. After injuring Constable 
Naunihal Singh, the terrorists fled towards Bhikhiwind in a 
vehicle. 

In this encounter Shri Naunihal Singh, Constable displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

On being challenged, the suspected persons responded with 
firing which was equally answered by the police party. The 
police party chased the fleeing terrorists while firing from 
the terrorists on them continued from all directions.

chasing continued about li kms till firing from terrorjte 
stopped. Subsequently when one of the terrorists ventuW 
through an open field he was fired upon a volley of shots 
by Shri Bhau.

Shri Mishra without caring for the inter¬ 
mittent firing from automatic weapons, moved ahead and 
reached the farm house and rushed towards the main gate. 
The terrorists spotted Shri Mishra and opened heavy fire 
on him, in the process he was seriously injured in the thigh. 
Though he was profusely bleeding, without caring for his 
injuries, ho surged forward and kept on firing on the terro¬ 
rists. Due to serious injuries, he could not proceed further 
and fell down. 

In the meantime, re-inforcements reached the spot. They 
climbed on the roof of the farm house and fired inside the 
rooms by making holes in the roof. The encounter lasted 
for about 5 hours. When the firing from terrorists side 
stopped, a search was carried out and 3 dead bodies of 
terrorists were recovered. The dead terrorists were later 
identified as Lakhwinder Singh alias Lakha, Gurmaj Singh 
and Balkar Singh alias BaUi, Shri Mishra and other police 
personnel injured in the encounter were immediately rushed 
to SGTB Hospital, Amritsar.

On the 19th November, 1988, three Search Parties of 
Central Reserve Police Force alongwith Punjab Police per¬ 
sonnel were detailed for combing and search operation in 
the area of Bhai-Ladhu, Police Station, Bhikhiwind under 
the over-all command of Shri Sarviit Singh Sandhu, Asstt. 
Commandant, 38 Battalion, Central Reserve Police Force. 
While on their operational job, the party headed by Shri R. 
Raman, Asstt. Commandant, Central Reserve Police Force 
was fired at from a farm-house near the village Bhikhiwind. 
The firing was responded by the police party and Shri R.

The 
terrorists while running out from their hide out were chased 
and shot at by Shri Sadi Ram, Sub-Inspector, ASP Taran 
Tarn, Shri Pat Ram Yadav, Dy, Superintendent of Police, 
Inspector C, K, Johny, Sub-Inspector L. P. Lama and Constable 
Zalora Lusai fired on the extremists with their automatic 
weapons. In the continued exchange of firing two extremists 
who had managed to hide in a Kacha irrigation drain were 
killed. The remaining 3 extremists who had taken their 
position inside a pacca irrigation drain kept on firing, While 
Shri R, Raman, Asstt. Commandant engaged the extremists, 
Shri S. S. Sandhu, Asstt. Commandant crawled to the near 
position along the pacca irrigation canal and put heavy 
firing on the extremists. After sometime the firing from the 
extremists stopped. On verification it was found that all the 
remaining 3 extremists had died. The dead extremists were 
later identified as Bakshish Singh, Gurdev Singh, Sunkraj 
Singh, Sukhwindei' Singh and Paramjit Singh. 

In this encounter Shri Saravjit Singh Sandhu, Asstt. Com¬ 
mandant, Shri R. Raman, As.stt, Commandant, Shri Pat Ram, 
Dy. Superintendent of Police, Shri C. K. Johny, Inspector, 
Shri Sadi Ram, Sub-Inspector, Shri L, P. Lama, Sub-Inspector 
and Shri Zalora Lusai, Constable displayed conspicuous gallan¬ 
try, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.
